Moradabad and Meerut. Elsewhere the week has been rainless, Need for winter rain is 
becoming urgent throughout the western submontane tract and in the whole of the upper 
and in most of the central Doab. In Muttra and Etah some damage has occurred. Budaun 
Hardoi, Cawnpore and Jalaun also need rain and it is urgently required in the hilly tracts 
of Mirzapur. The general condition of standing crops is still good. Sugarcane is being 
pressed. Spring crops are flowering. Fodder and water are sufficient. In Mirzapur there 
are 520 persons on test works and 6,11 on ordinary canal works and in the Chakia district 
of the Benares State 2,603 persons are on yeliof works and 550) are receiving gra “a 
relief. Cattle disease continues in the hills and in Bundelkhand. Disease is sporadjd’ in 
seventeen other districts. Prices show an upward tendency.

Prices are normal in Bhopal, above normal in Baghel- 
khand, fl ting in Bhopawar and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces,—The weather has been clear and cool. Threshing and winnow- 
ing of autumn crops and picking of cotton are well advanced. Linseed in rug and wheat 
and gram in Raipur are not thriving for want of moisture. The condition of spring crops 
otherwise is generally satisfactory. Fodder and water are sufficient, “Agricultural stock is in 
good condition. Variations in prices are unimportant. 


Feudatory States.—Prospocts of spring crops are géherally good. Rice in Udaipur and 
gram in Sirguja rose by two and four seers per rapée respectively. 


Bombay .—Standing crops are generally in good condition except for slight damage by 
insects in parts of Dharwar. Crops are withering in’ Ahmednagar. Cotton is withering 
in parts of Bijapur. Picking continues in parts of Sind, Gujarat, Kathiawar and Baroda. The 
fodder supply is deficient in b par of Ahmednagar and Sholapur, Agricultural stock is 
generally in good condition and sufficient except in parts of Cutch. Stock is deteriorating 
in Ahmednagar. Drinking water is generally adequate except in parts of Ahmednagar 
and Sholapur. Water for irrigation is deficient in parts of Ahmedabad, Ahmednagar and 
Bijapur. Prices are high and stationary. The public health is generally good. Distribution 
of ¢akavi continues. Grain stocks are sufficient. Emigration continues from Ahmednagar, 
The numbers on telief for the week ending 18th January in tracts where famine has ‘not been 
declared were:—on gratuitous relief’ in the Deccan 12,470. Famine is being declared in 
Ahmednagar. 


Hyderabad.—There was no rain during the week. Autumn cotton is being picked. 
Harvesting of spring crops has begun itf parts and the crop is generally fair to good except 
in parts of the Aurangabad, Bir and Usmanabad Districts. The spring castor seed crop, 
which is being picked, has suffered somewhat in parts of the Nalgonda District from 
insects and the spring cotton crop in parts of the Raichur District, The castor seed oil crop 
is light this year. Late rice sowings continue and the crop is bein irrigated in parts. The 
plants show a good growth. ee of revenue are being granted to rayats in distressed 
talukas in the Aurangabad and Bir Districts and ordinar public works have been increased 
' for those in search of employment. Labourers senploged during the week ending 28th 

December 1912 were :—Aurangabad District 62,704, Bir district 12,205. The daily 
‘averagd@was 7,844. Cattle’ disease prevails in 8 talukas, fodder scarcity in 10 and water 
searci’ . 7. Prices :—Wheat 6, coarse rice 5} and Jaur+ 10% seers per rupee. White jaur 
is sellimgfin Hyderabad city at 12 seers. The highest price in districts is 7 seers in Karim- 
nagar and the lowest 24 seers in Adilabad. . .

Harvesting operations are in Progress The outturn is fair to normal. Standing crops are in 


good condition. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and 
fodder are. available.

Thursday, the 30th January 1913, based on the Indian * 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 


1. A disturbance appeared in Persia on the 25th and travelled eastwards, but gave no 
precipitation of importance in northwest India. It however occasioned slightly unsettled 
weather in the central parts of the country, and a few falls of rain oceurred in Central India 
East and in Chota Nagpur and the adjoining districts. 


Some little rain also fell in Burma, Assam and the south of the Peninsula, byt on the 
whole weather was dry throughout the week.

Cattle are in good 
condition, Fodder and water are generally sufficient but are scarce in Dera Ismail Khan. 
Prices are high and rising. 








Jammu.-—Slight rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
frdths to 16 and maize from 13 to 25.seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops i# 
below average. Cattle disease of mild type prevails in the Riasi tahsil. Fodder is insufficient 
in some tahsils. 


Kashmir.—There was no rain during the week. Operations for spring crops are in 
progress. Prices are unchanged. Cattle disease prevails in certain villages of Kulgam and 
Verinag. Fodder is average. 


Rajputana.— The weather was cloudy and cold. Slight rain fell in Bikaner. Rain is 
badly wanted in some places in the eastern States. Spring crops are being irrigated and are 
doing well. Prospects are generally fair. Cattle are generally in good condition. Fodder 
and water are sufficient. Prices are generally high and steady. 


Central India.—Light rain fell in Baghelkand. The weather is warm and cloudy. 
Grain crops have been damaged slightly in Rampura Bhanpura of Indore and in parts of 
Gwalior by the last week’s cold. Cotton has been damaged in Jaora in the Malwa Agency 
and in Manpur in the Bhopawar Agency. Prospects of spring crops are generally excellent. 
. Cattle disease is reported in parts of Gwalior, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. The fodder 
supply is ample. Prices are normal in Bhopal, above normal in Baghelkhand, fluctuating in 
Malwa and Bhopawar and steady elsewhere. 


Central Provinces.—The weather continues to be cold and occasionally cloudy. 
During the week Jubbulpore and Bilaspur received light showers amounting to 16 and 34 
cents respectively. In Jubbulpore and in the interior of Mandla hail is reported to have fallen 
but to have caused no damage. Threshing and winnowing of autumn crops are nearly 
completed. Picking of cotton continues in a few districts. Frost in the Vindhyan districts 
and Jubbulpore and cloudy weather’ in Bilaspur caused slight damage to pulses and linseed. 
The vondition of spring crops is otherwise generally satisfactory and prospects are favourable 
Fodder and water are sufficient but the former is either scarce or dear in Saugor, Akola and 
Amraoti. Cattle are in good condition. The price of juar rose by 2 seers per rupee in Yeotmal 
Elsewhere prices remained fairly steady. 


Feudatory States.—During the week four States had rain nowhere exceeding 25 cents. 
Prospects of spring crops are generally good. 


Bombay.—Harvesting of spring crops is in progress in parts of the Deccan, the 
Karnatak, Baroda, Rewa Kantha and Kolhapur. Standing crops have been damaged slightly 
by locusts in parts of Karachi, by cold winds in Kolhapur and by insects in Dharwar. Crops 
arein good condition elsewhere. Cotton is withering in parts of Bijapur and is suffering from 
cold winds in Belgaum and Dharwar. Picking continues in parts of Sind, Gujarat, Kathiawar 
and Rewa Kanthd. The fodder supply is deficient in parts of Ahmednagar. Agricultural 
stock,is generally in good condition and sufficient except in parts of Cutch. The condition of 
stock is deteriorating in Ahmednagar. Drinking water is generally adequate except in parts 
of Ahmednagar and Sholapur. Water for irrigation is deficient in parts of Ahmedabad, West 
Khandesh, Ahmednagar and Bijapur. Prices are high and have risen slightly. The public 
health is generally good. Distribution of ¢akavd continues. Grain stocks are sufficient. 
Emigration continues from Ahmednagar. The numbers on relief for the week ending lst 
February iti tracts where famine has not been declared were :—on gratuitous relief in the 4 
Decean 14,702. ° 


Hyderabad.—No rain fell during the week. Autumn cotton is being picked in parts, 
The spring crop is being harvested in many parts and its condition is generally fair to good 
except in parts of Aurangabad. Spring cotton picking has commenced in Raichur. The crop  , 
is not so good as was anticipated. Castor seed picking continues. The sp ing crop has been 
B 
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damaged somewhat by insects in patts of the Karimnagar district. Late rice sowings are 
progressing and the crop is being weeded and irrigated in parts. Fodder is being imported 
into the affected talukas of the Aurangabad and Bir districts. “Ordinary public works have 
been increased and distribution of ¢akari continues. The health of cattle is generally good: 
ttle disease is reported in 8, fodder scarcity in 14 and water scarcity in 7 talukas. Pricesi@— 
wheat 6, coarse rice 5} and juar 1} seers per rupee, showing a fall of 4 seer in the* price 
of juar. White juar is selling in Hyderabad city at 12 scers per rupee. The highest price 
in districts is 7 seers in Karimnagar and the lowest 24 seers in Adilabad. 





Mysore.—Prices of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. 
Harvesting operations are in progress with outturn fair to normal. Prospects of the season 
are generally good, Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. 


Coorg.—Reaping of rice has Veen completed and threshing has commenced. Picking of 
coffee continues. Prices of food grains have fallen slightly. The public health is fair. 
Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 


Madras.—The rainfall during the week was light in Madras, fair in the Nilgiris and 
nil elsewhere. Standing crops are fair to good. Harvesting of dry crops, paddy and sugar- 
cane is proceeding with outturn fair to normal. Sowings of dry crops and paddy are 
proceeding normally in parts. The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder and Water 
are generally sufficient. Prices are falling.
